St. John’s, N. F., Oct 29.—The elec­ 
tors of Newfoundland will decide to­ 
morrow whether the government of 
Sir Edward Morris shall be continued 
in office or Sir Robert Bond shall be 
again placed at .he helm of state aft­ 
er a lapse of nearly five years, dur­ 
ing which period he has been the lead­ 
er of tile Opposition. 
The campaign 
which closed today has been one o f1 
the moist vigorous ever waked in the 
colony. 
Unbiased observers predict that the 
victory of either party will be by a 
narrow margin. The obliteration of 
old questions around which previous 
campaigns have revolved and the sub­ 
stitution of new issues make it diffi­ 
cult to predict be results of the elec­ 
tion with any degree of certainty. 
For instance, toe old dispute over j 
American fishing rights, 
which 
has 
been a staple issue in Newfoundland 
political campaigns for many years, 
does not figure at all in the present 
conflict. The question was permanent­ 
ly disposed of by the passage of the 
Underwood tariff bill, which provides 
for the free entry of fish at American 
pons. The elimination of the flying 
question as an issue may upset all 
calculations as to the election results, 
since nine-ten tbs of the population of 
Newfoundland is interested directly 
or indirectly in the fisheries. 
The removal of this international is­ 
sue has left the leaders to fight out 
the political battle on questions of 
home policy. The Opposition is train­ 
ing its heaviest guns on the alleged 
extravagance of the Morris Govern­ 
ment. The charge is made that much 
money has been spent needlessly in 
the construction of branch railways 
and in ofter public works in which 
the returns will never justify the out­ 
lay. 
Tje government of Sir Edward 
Morris has the help of a strong par­ 
ty machine which has been built up 
since the party came' into power. Bm 
what is expected to prove a more po­ 
tent aid to victory \ the prevailing 
prosperity of the colony. Never has 
Newfoundland made such marked ad­ 
vancement in the development of her 
fisheries and her mines and other re­ 
sources as has been accomplished the 
past few years. New mines have been 
opened, railways built, barbone im­ 
proved, manufacturing introduced and 
the commerce of the country extend­ 
ed along all lines. In appealing for a 
renewal of power Sir Edward Morris 
does not hesitate to remind the people 
that this great wave of prosperity has 
swept over the colony during his ten­ 
ure of office. 
On the other hand, the political sup­ 
porters of 
Sir 
Robert 
Bond, 
in 
speeches and in print, have appealed 
to the people to review the history 
of 'their country not during the past 
five years but during the past two de­ 
cades or more. They ask the public 
memeory to revert to the time, not far 
distant, when Newfoundland was com­ 
pletely over-shadowed by the wealth 
and splendor of its neighbor*, the Do- 
mionion. locking men and money it 
would have sunk out of sight, the 
Bondites declare, had not Sir Robert 
Bond made his way to the front aa a 
colonial statesman and introduced a 
new era for the island. Clear purposed 
bold and aggressive, he entered on an 
active campaign for the advancement 
of Newfoundland. 
It in this campaign of Sir Robert 
Bond, they declare, that has borne 
such golden fruit under the adminis­ 
tration of his rival, Sir Edward Mor­ 
ris. SIr/Jtobert early in his career had 
visions of the coming of a new em for 
foe colony. He saw it no longer is­ 
olated, with Hs forests untouched, its 
minerals unworked, and Its people in 
constant poverty, but as the 'main 
highway between England and Amer- 
fca*aad a center of industry.

work began Saturday morning, July 
12, on the building of the Oklahoma, 
New 
Mexico 
A 
Pacific 
railroad. 
Teams arrived Thursday night and 
others came Friday afternoon. They 
were taken three miles west of town 
where ground was broken yesterday 
morning. 
When John Ringling, the million­ 
aire showman, who is building the 
road left here for Chicago ten days 
ago he took with him a signed con­ 
tract with the committee of guaran­ 
tors guaranteeing to him the 150,000 
bonus money and the right of way 
called for in the contract. 'He lost no 
time but immediately placed orders 
for three hundred thousand ties, a 
number sufficient to build IOO miles 
of railway and also placed his ord­ 
ers for steel rails and bridge mater­ 
ial for that much road. 
The greater portion of the grading 
has already been completed a dis­ 
tance of twenty-five miles west of 
Ardmore and the laying of the ties 
and steel will be begun on the first 
day of August. 
Every vestige of doubt concerning 
the building of the road has been 
removed and a few investors have al­ 
ready arrived in the city. 
An architect and engineer from the 
Santa Fe have been employed to come 
bere and draw the plans for the new 
station and office building. The new 
structure will cost about $50,(IOO, will 
be built of brick and stone and will 
be located west of A street in the 
southwest portion of the city ad­ 
joining the Walcott property. 


The line will begin near the Rock 
Island round house in the southwest 
portion of the city, it will extend 
north along L street, southwest and 
will connect with the old A. ft C. 
tracks in the northwest portion of 
the city. From there the road will 
take a westerly course and will be 
built to or near Lone Grove, Hewitt 
and Cornish. From Cornish the line 
may be built to Waurika and may be 
built- ta Dunean.

The material already purchased is 
sufficient to build the line beyond 
Duncan or Waurika either one and 
it is confidently believed that the 
road will be a trunk line reaching 
from Ardmore to Denver.
